Editor, Constitution: Accord- 
ing to a recent Washington news 
dispatch, Senator Walter F. 
George, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said that the 
nation has about reached the lim- 
it of taxation during the war un- 
less it is ready to tap new sources 
of revenue.

The Flying Bomb 


Makes for Caution 


As well as I could judge from Paul Kern 
Lee’s vivid stories of two years of war action, 
told to the Georgia Press Institute last Saturday 
in Athens, the flying bomb is the nearest thing 
to a nightmare that man has yet contrived. 


The bomb is launched on the horizontal from an airplane. It 
is propelled by the rocket principle and it is guided by radio. It is 
about 15 feet long, has wings and a tail. 


It follows a ship at sea, making turns with the ship, and only by 
desperate measures and a little luck at outguessing the pilot who 
was doing the controlling, did Lee’s ship succeed in evading one 
particular bomb. 


Lee became very graphic as he described what it felt like to see 
this winged monster, smoke pouring from its tail, relentlessly follow 
the turns of a ship. dt was a very real nightmare, come to life, 
and there is no way to wake up and make it disappear. 


When released from its radio control, it plunges down verti- 
cally. It can blow a good-sized ship right out of the water. 


Lee said that after a day or so of experience with this secret 
weapon which the Germans brought out after our landing at 
Salerno, the English destroyer on which he was stationed was tied 
up in a harbor alongside a tanker taking on fuel. 


All of a sudden the tanker’s guns opened up, firing wildly. 


“What are you firing at?” asked the English commander, with 
only slight damage to the King’s English. 


“Don't you see it over there?”’ said the tanker captain, pointing. 
“Man, that’s a bird. Don’t you see it flopping its wings?” 
“I’m not taking any chances,” said the tanker captain. “Those 


Germans are clever —— —— ——.’ 

THE SMARTER FOE? Lee went on to pay a more serious 
tribute to the German as a foe. “There 

is a great deal of talk about the Japanese suicide squadrons,” he 

said. “The Germans don’t go in for suicide. When they are in an 

impossible situation they save as many men as they can. 

“There are Germans who were in Africa and who still are fight- 
ing us. There are Germans who have been gotten out of many 
difficult situations where they could have been left as ‘suicide’ 
troops. They are fighting us yet—good, tough, experienced soldiers. 
That seems to me much more sensible than leaving soldiers to be 
mopped up and killed.” 

It is, of course, much more sensible. It places in capital letters 
the fact that the German is the most dangerous foe of the Axis and 
that when, and if, he is crushed, the Japanese will be easier than we 
expect. They will be without the co-operation of the German staff. 
They may be without it now. 

The fact that our attack on Truk was something of a surprise 
is almost incredible. Our surprise at Pearl Harbor, inexcusable as 
it was, nevertheless could be rationalized by some unpleasant facts. 

That the Japanese could be caught napping at Truk, with the 
battle at the Marshalls and at other near-by points still in action, 
is most difficult to rationalize. It indicates a lack of staff work, 
of preparation, and of co-ordination. It also would indicate a de- 
ficiency in radar equipment and in ordinary sound detecting. 


LOSS OF FACE Announcement by Tokyo that the American 

attack on Truk did do severe damage and 
that respective commanders of the army and navy had been re- 
placed, is of much more importance than our own replacement of 
the two commanders at Pearl Harbor. 

It is almost impossible for us to understand the tremendous 
psychology of “face” which is so important to the oriental, espe- 
cially the Japanese. 

For them to make public announcement of the battle at Truk, 
admitting the American figures, and to replace their commanders, 
means that the entire nation has had a shock which will have reper- 
cussions beyond the firing of the two cammanders. 

It will mean that the new commanders will be more uneasy, 
more nervous, and committed to actions which may precipitate the 


naval engagement which will decide the course of the war in the ' 


Pacific. 

It will mean that the Japanese high command will be more 
worried and less sure,

Whenever February 22 comes around it brings 
a question of choice. 

The date is a birthday, a double birthday of 
two well-known characters. One is George 
Washington and the other our own Frank L,. Stanton. 


It is probably correct to assume that ’most everybody who reads 
these lines know of the double birthday that comes today, so that 
is no news. Likewise, much has been written about both men. 
Inasmuch, however, as it is probable George Washington is the more 
obvious subject for discussion, let us turn to Frank Stanton and 
devote this morning’s column to the man who wrote so divinely of 
“sweetest little woman,” in an age that was chiefly concerned with 
blaring eulogies of “red-hot mamma.” 


There have been innumerable anecdoes told about Frank. Il’ll 
try, though, to dig a couple or so out of memory that some of you 
haven’t previously heard. (Frank used to do his daily stint, his 
“Just From Georgia” column, in the same office where this is 
written.) 


There is the story, for instance, about Trixie Friganza and the 


Stanton autograph. 

REQUEST BY A LADY If you are of the older generation, 
you may know that, about the time 

of the Cotton States Exposition, Trixie Friganza was a toasted 

beauty in Atlanta, She was a youthful star of a musical comedy 

company that played here for many weeks. And so, she became 

well acquainted with this city and its people. 


_Many years later, when I was theater editor of the paper, I re- 
ceived a letter from Trixie. She was then in vaudeville, quite an 
old lady but going strong in her profession, nevertheless. She 
wrote me about a poem, written by Stanton, of which the last line 
of each stanza was the same, “There's life in the old dog yet.” She 
wanted to know if that old poem was in any published collection 
of Stanton verse and, if so, how she could purchase a copy. 


Well, I didn’t know about its publication in a book, but Frank 
was, even as I read the letter, in his office. So I did the obvious 
thing, asked him if he remembered the poem. Certainly, he re- 
membered it. Even the circumstances of its writing. He was in 
New York at the time—but that’s another story. 

So I suggested, if he remembered it, he write it out right then 
and there. He did. I made him sign hig name at the end of the 
pencilled writing and I sent it, so, to Trixie. 

In due time I got a letter, enthusiastic, of thanks from the actress. 
And I took it in for Stanton to read. He read it, and grunted, 
Then he said, as he turned back to his work: 

“I should have charged her for that autograph!”

CHICAGO, Ill, Feb. 21.—Per- 
haps I should not have written 
about Robert Stroud, the murder- 
er who has spent the last 28 years 
in solitary confinement in Leaven- 
worth and Alcatraz because now 
his press agent is all over me with 
propaganda about his wonderful 
service to society in developing 
remedies for the diseases of birds 
and I can see no other safe course 
than to keep him locked up, and 
in solitary, until he dies. If it 
could be arranged to let him re- 
sume his studies that might be 
a good idea for he apparently has 
done work of considerable value 
to the poultry industry but he and 
his cult have brought themselves 
to a belief that he had a right, not 
an unsual and revocable privi- 
lege, to raise canaries in his sol- 
itary cell at Leavenworth and 
study their ills and carry on sales 
for profit by mail all over the 
country. 

I say he “apparently” has done 
good work because I am not able 
to judge not knowing the differ- 
ence between blackleg and the 
pip. His press agent, L. G. Mar- 
cus, of Minneapolis, who even has 
letter heads, proclaiming himself 
“agent” for Robert Stroud, says 
that if the prison authorities 
would really give the man facili- 
ties he could greatly curtail the 
loss of poultry, especially turkeys. 
He says also that Stroud has a 
way to shorten the war by means 
of something that could be made 
cheaply in any brewery, but I 
don’t believe that. 


Ornery Streak 

But if Stroud should be deemed 
to have a right to keep canaries 
and peddle them, then the next 
man would have an equal right to 
raise dogs or goats or pigeons and 
complications would ensue quick- 
ly. And the fact is that he did 
enjoy remarkable special privi- 
leges for a long time and lost them 
only because he has an ornery 
streak which makes him an im- 
minent menace to his fellow-men 
and began to take serious liberties 
a little over a year ago. Just for 
that they shipped him off to Alca- 
traz, where he can’t keep so much 
as a sparrow and can't even as- 
sociate with the company of the 
damned and forgotten all about 
him. 

However, the warden of Alca- 
traz did let him finish up his 
manuscript for his book on bird 
diseases, now issued at $5 a copy, 
of which $1 goes into the bank 
to Stroud’s credit. He would seem 
to have no use for money, how- 
ever, except to hire lawyers to 
discover what he knows already, 
namely, that he can never get out 
and can’t even get out of solitary. 
Stroud has killed two men, one of 
them a Leavenworth guard, and 
stabbed a third, a prisoner, and 
the prison system has been un- 
usually patient with him. 

There are a number, not many 
proportionately, but a number, of 
remarkable prisoners in federal 
and state institutions who have 
whiled away the days and years 


and stood off the rot by study. | 
One is a mathematician and an- 


other from whom I receive oc- 
casional letters smuggled into the 
mail, has become an impressive 
writer although he was just an 
ignorant, burderous little gutter- 
snipe when he went up more than 
20 years ago. Warden Lawes, 
formerly of Sing Sing, who knows 
this one, has said that he should 
be. released now or never for if 
he stays much longer he won't be 
able to adjust himself to the out- 
side, 


Twice Killer 


Stroud feels very sorry for him- 
self and so do the members of the 
little cult of canary breeders who 
think he should be allowed to car- 
ry on his work. They have lost 
sight of the fact that he is twice 
a killer and once was condemned 
and received the gift of life by 
favor from President Wilson in 
1916. However, it would be cruel 
not to try to imagine his own frame 
of mind,and he certainly has good 
reason to feel that he has done 
something t® justify that gift. It 
is hardly a question now of pay- 
ment of his debt to society. The 
weight of that debt cannot be 
measured against his contribution 
to the world but his record proves 
that he is not a man to be trusted 
at liberty and anyone who took 
responsibility for letting him out 
might be responsible any day for 
te death of one or more innocent 
persons. 

The prison system might, how- 
ever, find a way to make use of 
its Strouds. The revocation of his 
privilege to raise birds was an 
act of impatience and convenience. 
He had been obstreperous after 
years in special status and his bird 
business was a physical nuisance 
and a tax on the prison facilities. 
But actually he could still be kept 
guarded in solitary and allowed 
to have his birds and continue his 
contributions to knowledge of an 
important subject in which few 
men possess equal information be- 
cause so few are interested. That, 
however, is about the best that 
can be said for Mr. Stroud.

War Outlook’s Effect 
On Coming Campaign 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The stubbornness 
of German resistance in Italy, exceeding all of 
the earlier estimates of Allied commanders, is 
giving rise to a more or less definite feeling in ~~ 
conservative military circles that both wars will still be in progress 
at the time of the coming presidential election next November. 


What bearing that will have on the outcome of the election 
remains to be seen, of course, but it is the consensus of most ob- 
servers that it would be certain to favor Mr. Roosevelt's re-election. 


It is a consciousness of this realization that the road to victory 
may yet be a long, hard pull that has caused the lack of organized 
oppostion to the fourth term. Democrats of practically all factions 
have agreed that there is only one thing to do under the circum- 
stances—renominate the President as the party’s best man for con- 
tinuing the war program. 


Contrary to some of the earlier forecasts that were being made, 
the more conservative outlook now is that the German war will 
continue throughout 1944 and perhaps well into 1945. 


What is happening in Italy is said to be the cue to what we may 
expect when the second front is finally opened in western Europe. 
The idea is being abandoned that we may expect a sudden collapse 
of the Germans, either on the military or the home front. Evi- 
dence is that, despite the heavy bombings the Reich has been sub- 
jected to, the Germans are still abundantly supplied with arms 
and ammunition and that morale, on the whole, is holding up 
exceedingly well. 


__The reasoning of cautious military men is that if the Germans 
did not collapse according to schedule in Italy, it would be over- 
optimistic for us not to expect them to put up the same stubborn 
resistance against the second front. 

Last year at the time of the Sicilian campaign it was the view 
of military men that the Germans would fold up in Italy as soon as 
we launched an invasion of the peninsula. Short of that. it was 
felt that they would be certain to withdraw from the country after 
Mussolini was ousted. Neither happened. 

Instead they were on hand to give us a hot reception when we 
landed at Salerno. We expected to drive them north from that 


beachhead with comparative ease, c i 1 
Christmas. P , Capturing Rome at least by 


STILL BOGGED DOWN But the beginning of the present 

year found us still bogged down in 
the south a considerable distance from Rome. Then it was assumed 
that the new beachhead below Rome would force them to withdraw 
in the south, permitting a union of the two Allied invasion forces 
in Italy. We are meeting the stiffest kind of resistance to our 
newest operations. 

All of this is believed to have a pointed bearing on our second- 
front plans. If the Germans haven’t collapsed in Italy, neither can 
we reasonably expect them to fold up without the bitterest kind 
of struggle when the real battle for Europe begins elsewhere. 

The idea that air power alone is capable of beating them down 
is also being cast aside. What has happened so far indicates that 
a nation can take a tremendous pounding from the air and still 
maintain its industrial production sufficiently to keep its armies 
supplied. 

Developments so far tend to support the theory, therefore, that 
the European war will have to be fought to a decision largely by 
ground forces, with little aid forthcoming from a collapse on the 
home front. If that proves to be true, it becomes necessary to post- 
pone the date of final victory wmtil 1945, and not look for it this 
summer, as some have optimistically predicted in the recent past. 

There is always a chance, of course, that conditions inside Ger- 
many may be infinitely worse than anything Allied intelligence has 
been able to see. In that event, the present fury of German re- 
sistance in Italy may be the last stand before a fall. But there is 
nothing to support such a thesis at the moment. 


CONSERVATIVE VIEW BEST Rather than have the nation 
disappointed by the failure 


of victory to come as early as we would have it, conservative mili- 
tary men are cautioning us to take the longer range view. 

While prolonging the European outlook, however, there is a 
tendency to shorten the original estimates as to the length of time 
that will be necessary to defeat the Japs in the Pacific. This is due 
to the complete mastery which our fast-growing Navy is now be- 
lieved to hold over the Japanese fleet, as evidenced by the success 
of our recent operations in the Marshall and Gilbert islands. 

The Jap fleet is thought to be in no condition to offer a serious 
challenge to our naval forces. This should mean that the remainder 
of our program for occupying strategic island bases in the Pacific 
will go forward without hindrance. Ultimately the way will be 
open for a complete blockade of the Japanese homeland. 

That may come before the end of the present year. And when 
it does it will mark the beginning of the end for Japan. Not the 
long-drawn-out war in the Pacific that had been visualized in the 
beginning. 

All things considered, it is best not to look for any end of the 
war in Europe until 1945, with the possibility that the Japs will 
go down to defeat in the same year 

That tends to put the coming presidential campaign entirely on 
a war footing.

Tortured Yanks 
Make Break

The ruse by which he and his 
comrades escaped from a Jap 
prison camp on Mindanao Island 
in the Philippines is told today 
in the 22d installment of the late 
Lieutenant Colonel Dyess’ thrill- 
ing story of life as a Jap prisoner 
of war. Colonel Dyess died in a 
plane crash last December 
after reaching this country.

We planned to make our escape 
by slipping away on Sunday, April 
4. Our Filipino comrades, Ben 
and Victor, could slip away easily 
from the convicts’ compound after 
the morning count. 


If some of the details that fol- 
low seem a litle vague, it must be 
understood I am blurring them 
purposely to protect those who 
remained behind. 


Sunday morning dawned bright 
and clear. We were up early. Our 
men finished breakfast, then drew 
the regulation rations issued to de- 
tails that are to work outside the 
barricade. Each man got a mess 
kit filled with rice. There were 
two large tin cans of soup to be 
heated at chow time. There was 
some additional equipment that 
had been accumulated at the last 
minute, and this we distributed 
about our persons. 

MARCH FROM CAMP 


Sam. Lieutenant Commander H. 
M. McCoy led the second detail, 
made up of Major Stephen Mell- 
nik, Paul, Bob, Leo and myself. 

The first detail fell in and 
marched to the southeast gate, 
through which it was passed with- 
out question, and proceeded 
straight east, crossing the main 
road and the tracks. Within a few 
minutes the first four men were 
at the rendezvous. 

Now it was our turn. I have 
spoken before of the prayer, silent 
prayers, we used to say at O’Don- 
nell and Cabanatuan camps and 
of how I came to think of God as 
a man thinks of his commanding 
officer—as “The Old Man.” | 
knew that the next minute or two 
would bring the supreme test 
for us. 

I didn’t exactly pray, but I 
thought to myself: “If the Old 
Man is with us, we'll make it. If 
He isn’t, we wont.” 

HALTED AT GATE 

We halted at the gate. McCoy, 
whom they had seen as a detail 
leader in the past, stepped up and 
saluted. 

One of the guards stepped out 
into the road to look us over close- 
ly. Whether he actually was more 
suspicious than usual I don’t know, 
but he did hesitate. Usually the 


T.|fuard made a swift count, then 


called it off to one of his partners, 
who would chalk it on a board. 
This guard, however, continued 
to stand and look at us. There 
was plenty of chance for a slip. 
Even a cursory éxamination of our 
persons would have disclosed 
enough contraband to have lost all 
of us our heads. It seemed to me

GUARDS’ O. K. 

It waS a long moment. Then 
suddenly the guard snapped: 
“O. K.!” and stepped back. His 
partner chalked us down.

We walked as nonchalantly as 
possible, but it seemed to me that 
my heart was beating my brains 
out. I thought I could actually 
feel the guards’ eyes on the back 
of my neck. 

As we crossed a road, one at a 
time, we were so close a guard 
could easily have knocked us off 
with his gun.

WALKED BOLDLY

said nothing. The guard made no 
move. We stepped into the tall 
grass on the opposite side and 
kept going. 

If the guard had shouted or 
fired, he would have attracted 
the attention of a second Jap on 
a smaller road to the east and a 
large Jap outpost farther south.

The last bad place was just 
ahead—the small road to the east. 
We crept up and walked to its 
edge.

ing Jap headquarters almost hid- 
den in the trees, 
SUPPLIES SOAKED 

We continued through the thick 
foliage until we reached our 
cached supplies. As expected, they 
were soaked. We wrung them out, 
slung them across our backs, and 
in a few steps reached the rendez- 
vous. 


waiting. We made an equitable 


distribution of the equipment. We | 


now had only to wait for Ben and 
Victor and we would be on our 
way. 

We stood silently in the jungle 
fastness. We could hear nothing. 
It seemed like an hour that we 
waited, keenly conscious. that 
every minute we lost was a min- 
ute gained for the Japs—and they 
would be able to travel much fast- 
er than we because of our weaken- 
ed condition. I wondered if the 
two Filipinos could have given us 
away in the hope of speeding the 
pardons promised them by the 
Japs. 

Then, like a wraith, Victor ma- 
terialized out of the jungle. He 
whispered that Ben was waiting a 
short distance off, that he would 
fetch him. Waiting, I stood silent 
in the dim twilight of matted 
vines and trees. Then I heard 
some one coming noisily. I drew 
my fighting bolo. Presently I 
could see a Filipino, a stranger, 
making his way along. He passed 
within 3 1-2 feet of me and dis- 
appeared. Then we heard the 
blows of his bolo as he chopped 
at trees. 

RAIN COVERS TRACKS 

It was-about now that the daily 
rain started coming down. From 
his place of concealment, Leo) 
whispered: ‘Good old rain, It'll 
cover our tracks..” 

“Cover our tracks, hell!” said 
Shifty. “I wish those guys would 
come on so we could start making 
some tracks.” 

Ben and Victor appeared short- 
ly afterward. They explained that 
on leaving the compound they had 
met some Filipinos they didn’t 
trust and had to linger to allay 
suspicion, They were just about 
30 minutes late. 

At 10:15 a. m., April 4, we 
plunged into the dense Davao jun- 
gle, strung out in single file, Vic- 
tor in the lead. One man hung to 
the rear to give the alarm in the 
event we were pursued. The rain 
continued to come down. The 
ooze was knee-deep and the dim 
path often dipped through water- 
filled gullies. There were mos- 
quitoes by the millions. 
“GOING” DIFFICULT 

The going immediately grew 
more difficult. It was necessary 
to slash a path through the under- 
growth. Once the Japs found this 
trail, they would be up with us 
in no time. 

Our course led across many jun- 


gle streams, swollen by the rains. 


Some were too deep to wade and 
we had to chop down trees to use 
as bridges. Some one had brought 
some rope, which proved inval- 
uable. Because our strength was 
not up to par, we soon grew 
weary. The rain-soaked packs 
grew heavier and heavier. 

About 30 minutes before dark, 
we halted. We had drunk al! our 
water, and as we could not drink 
jungle water we had to find an- 
other supply. Victor knew the an- 
swer to this. He pulled down some 
buhuka, the serpentine, straggling 
vines that grow among the trees, 
and snipped off the ends. (The 
water contained in these hollow 
stems has been purified by vege- 
table action. The end is held in 
the mouth and the water trickles 
down.) 

PUSHED FARTHER 

We pushed on a little farther 
that night, then came to the bank 
of a stream so swollen we didn’t 
want to tackle it in the darkness. 
We cut down trees and from the 
trunks and smaller branches built 
four raised beds to keep-us above 
the water. We ate the rice drawn 
that morning. It had soured dur- 
ing the day. Then we tried to 
sleep. 

We felt fairly secure, knowing 
the Japs would be unable to find 
us that night. 

The rain had stopped. The jun- 
gle grew weirdly silent. We could 
hear only the bubbling of water 
in the stream and the whine of 
dive bomber mosquitoes. We were 
dozing when there was a resound- 
ing crash followed by some of the 
most spectacular profanity I ever 
have listened to. The Marines’ 
bed had collapsed, dropping them 
into the water and ooze. 

Shifty was the only one of us 
who didn’t sleep that night. He 
insisted he could hear jungle 
drums, booming intermittently 
during the dark hours. I won't 
say he didn’t. I came to know in 
the days ahead that you can hear

Yesterday, we explained various losses that can be deducted in 


the federal income tax calculations. 


We now come to the subject of 


the gain or loss from sale or exchange of what are called “capital 


assets.” 

Special rules govern 
which include all property held by 
a taxpayer (whether or not con- 
nected with his trade or business) 
EXCEPT (1) stock in trade or 
property properly includible in in-

above, the resulting short-term 
and long-term capital gains and 
losses are taken together to com- 


pute the net gain or loss from the, 


sale or exchange of capital assets, 
which subject to certain limita- 
tions (see below) is entered as 
Item 6(a), page 1 of Form 1040, 
and explained in Schedule B of 
the return. Note: Such net gain 
or loss is not an income or de- 
duction item for Victory tax, as 
distinguished from normal income 
tax, purposes. 

(Example I: In 1943, Mr. White 
had a net short-term capital gain | 
of $1,000 and a net long-term cap- 
ital loss of $600 (actually his net) 
loss on long-term capital assets | 
was $1,200 but only 50% is taken | 
into account).

But if there is a_ net 
capital gain, the taxpayer may 
have to compute his tax in two 
ways, He makes out his return 
in the regular way and also com 
pletes Schedule B, which is a part 
of Form 1040. This gives him the 
so-called “alternative tax.” The 
purpose. is to insure that net long: 
term capital gains are taxed at not 
more than 50 per cent of the recog- 
nized gain. 

Where a joint return of husband 
and wife is filed, the short-term 
and long-term capital gains and 
losses of both spouses are com- 
puted together to determine the 
net gain or loss. Thereafter, the 
rules discussed above apply.
